Every ambulance it 
said, is expected to run 
for 100,000 miles before 
replacement, and no road- 
worthiness check is car- 
ried out on the vehicle in 
that time. 


Sick personnel were 
often not replaced on some 
shifts because the service 
could not afford overtime 
payments, 


Another allegation con- 
tained in the letter was 
that no equipment to help 
in the diagnosis of a 
patient’s injury or illness 
‘was carried on an ambu- 
lance, g 


“So many, good men are 
leaving the ambulance 
field for better paid jobs 
it is not funny,” the letter 
said. . 

“The service will tell 
you that extra ambulances 
are not needed, yet it is a 
medical fact that the brain 
deteriorates if deprived of 
oxygen for four minutes. 

“The fire brigade has a 
system whereby a vehicle 
can reach a fire in four 
minutes. 


“Where are our values ? 
People or houses ?”
